"And the nation is too 
big for the Federal government to 
study the problems of every town. 
Communities must do as individuals 
do — study their own problems and 
decide upon the best course of ac- 
tion."

by the whole community rather than 
a few men, Mr. Pitkin declared that 
the question of-primc importance for 
every community now is "What can 
yon do in the war effort?"

While most of the ex- 
perk thought the Yankees would 
win eventually, few predicted 
it 


would be an easy victory. 


The Cardinals have too much class 


for that. Those who have been fol- 
lowing Billy Southworth's bravos as 
they made their sensational stretch 
drive to beat out the Brooklyn 
Dodgers declare unanimously that 
they are capable of beating anybody 
—including the Yankees. Those who 
have seen the most of the Cards 
lately are highest in praise of the 
wild-running kids, and are the ones 
who like their chances the best 
against the resplendent 
Yankees.

In the opinion of old stagers, It

While most of the ex­ 
perts thought the Yankees would

would be an easy victory. 
The Cardinals have too much class 
for that. Those who have been fol­

There was, to tell the tru th , an 
agreeable surprise in St. Louis last 
night when the word arrived, in ad­ 
vance of the Yankees themselves, 
th a t Ruffing had been nam ed by 
M anager Joe M cCarthy to hurl the 
first game for the Yanks.

Never rub rayons when wash- 
ing them because the fibers are 
weak when they are wet. so handle 
with particular care. Squeeze the 
suds through the garment. Do not 
wring or twist, and rinse- thoroughly 
in clear lukewarm water. Boll m 
a turkish,towel and squeeze gently 
to remove excess moisture. Hang in 
the shade to dry; never hang in the 
sun, for some colors might fade. If 


prefer, dresses may be put on 


langers and hung inside the house 
where the air can reach them. 


When ironing, watch the tem- 


jerature of the iron. Do not let 
t get too hot, for some fabrics, such 
as acetates and nylon, will melt 
under a hot iron, and all materials 
can be scorched. 
Fabrics with 


rough weaves look bettter if ironed 
on the wrong side and not pressed 
down flat. 


Rayon garments that are washed 


often are likely to have 
frayed 


seams, she points out. To avoid 
this as much as possible, check the 
seams when you buy a ready-made 
garment.
